Request for Certificate of Correction 

This application is the national stage of PCT/GBO1/02541, 
which claimed priority from PCT/GB00/02302 filed 13 June, 2000 
and GB 0030303.2 filed 13 December, 2000. 

The certified copies of the priority documents were filed in 
the PCT application, and their receipt was acknowledged by 
WIPO in a Form PCT/IB/304 mailed 07 February, 2002 (copy 
attached) • 

The application entered the US national stage with a properly 
executed declaration including a claim to foreign priority. 

Pursuant to PCT Rule 17.2, it was the responsibility of the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office, as designated 
office, to request copies of the priority documents from WIPO. 

Throughout the prosecution of the application, and after 
receipt of the Notice of Allowance, the Applicants repeatedly 
drew the Examiner's attention to the fact that the certified 
copies of the priority documents had not reached the file and 
that these needed to be requested from WIPO. The undersigned 
also took the trouble to contact WIPO and asked them to 
retransmit the documents, which they did. A copy of an e-mail 
from an officer of WIPO confirming this is attached. 

The records of the Patent and Trademark Office clearly show 
that a claim for foreign priority was properly made. It was 
the responsibility of the Patent and Trademark Office to 
request certified copies of the priority documents from WIPO. 
Indeed PCT Rule 17.2 expressly forbids the Patent and 
Trademark Office from requiring the Applicants to do this 
themselves. The Patent and Trademark Office repeatedly 
ignored the Applicants' warnings of this and failed to place 
the certified copies of the priority documents on the file 
when they were retransmitted by WIPO at the Applicants' 
request .
